TWIN FALLS - A sheriffs detective 
has niisled and needlessly frightened the 
public by proclaiming that 300 gang mem- 
bers visited last year's county fair, critics 

charged Thursday. - —

think it's alarmist, and it blows the issue 
out'ofproportibh." • 

About 20 people attended a public meet- 
ing at the Twio Falls Coun^ commission- 
ers’ x>^ce to ^ .to define and crack down 
on who^ was agreed tp bea riebuloup prob- 
lem — youth gongs. 

A list prepared by Lt. Bob Cauthier of 
the Twin Falls County Sheriffs Depart- 


ment names 34 individual gang "leaders." 

. The overwhelming majority of the leaders 
have Hispanic and Asian surnames. 

All together, those 34 were ostensibly 
accompanied at the fair by 378 oddilional 
gang ‘^members,” whose names arc not on 
'the tally sheet; 

— In-speeches-to school ofTicials-and-sor— 
vice clubs, Gauthier has claimed that 
"more, than 300" gangsters operate locally. 

Gauthier insisted that he wasn't mislead- 
ing people and his identification is merely 
an attempt to understand the presence of 
gangs locally. Four deputies tallied up the 
gang members during the course of the 
slx-^y fair. 

’. .Gauthier said he didn't know whether 
gang mpmbers are committing more 
crimes than other criminals. 

Gauthier said he defines a gang as two 


of more people bonded together who have 
_ committed a crime. Other signs include; 

. tattoos, slang, certain clothing, hand signs 
and associating with gang members. 

Several people criticized his analysis as 
libelous, overly broad and seemingly 
racist. Criminal defense lawyer Lisa Bari- 
— ni-Garcia-said-hor-defcndants-Oflcn-ore- 
picked on by law officers for dressing like 
or associating with gangs, she said. 

"A lot of them have been sfnglcd out be- 
cause of their manner of dress or the way 
their heads are shaved. It happens a l.ot 
more than you would think," Barini-Garcia 
said. 

Twin Falls City Councilman Lance 
Clow pointed out that Hispanic and Asian 
surnames were prominent among the 
youths listed as gang leaders. Such names

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Nursing home changes prompt 
recommendations from panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 

■ Congress should require nursing 
homes to keqi registered- nurses on- 
duty 24 hours o day to decrease the 
numbers of patient deaths and hos- 
pital admissions, the Institute of 
Medicine recommended Thursday. 

An institute report on improving 
U.S. nursing eare found trends 
toward shorter hospital stays and a . 
preference for home-based or com- 
munity-based long-term care. Both 
practices have resulted in more, 
nursing home residents suffering 
from increasingly acute, illnesses, 
— thcreponsaid. : 

'The committee recommends that 
Congress require by the year 2000 a 
24-Hour presence of registered 
' nurse covemge'in nursing facilities 
as an enhancement of the current 
. eight-hour requirement,’’ the report 
said. 

It said a goal of increased stalTlng 


would be to produce higher rates of 
patient survival and fewer hospital- 
ixations. - 

The 16-member panel of health 
care experts, nurses, physicians and 
researchers also recommended that 
hospitals employ more registered 
nurses wjlh advanced training and 
evaluate the competency of nursing 
assistants. 

"As hospitals reorganize their 
stuHlng mix, continuing education 
.^in.hospitals.and.scllools..should_ 
focus mpre on providing better 
management tools to nurses,” chair- 
-woman Garolync KrDavis,-a hcolth — 
care advisor at Ernst and Young, 
said in a statement issued with the- 
report. 

"There also is a need to develop a 
more systematic monitoring of the 
quality of care in hospitals. The 
enormity oCchanges in hospitals 
and the speed of these changes 


mean we must ask a lot more ques- 
tions and collect more data to moni- 
tor the quality of care.’' • ■ 

The call to have registered nurses ' 
at nXtrsing homes around the clock 
was the report's most controversial 
proposal. 

Panel member James .F. 
Blumstcin dissented from the rec- 
ommendation on ^he ground'that 
the committee failed adequately to 
evaluate its cost efTectlveness. 

"T he committee deliberated hard 
on this issue, and some committee 
members arc hesitant to impose 
additional costs-on the -facilities,— 
the report noted. 

It recommended that Medicare 
and Medicaid reimbursements be 
adjusted to offset .the costs of 
increasing registered nursing staff 
and said states could waive the 
requirement for nursing homes that 
couldn’t afford it.

Baltimore 
sues over 
Browns 

. ATLANTA (AP) - NFb own- 
ers agreed Thursday to vote in 
three weeks on the Browns' 
move. That's not quick enough 
for Baltimore, which filed an 
antitrust lawsuit against the 
league, seeking a( least 536 mil- 
lion in damages. . 

"The Browns belong 
Baltimore,"’ said Jim Moag, 
chairmap of the Maryland 
Stadium Authority. “And we 
couldn’t be prouder to have 
them there.” 

Moag said the lawsuit, filed in 
._U,S. Disirict.Court.inSaltimore,. 
was a “preemptive strike” that 
was necessary when owners 
failed to vote on the issue after 
three days of meetings at on air- 
port hotel in Atlanta. 

“While the league has bent 
over backwards to allow 
(Cleveland) Mayor Michael' 
White to present his case, once 
again the owners have filed to 
vote on the maner," Moag said. 

Still, the timing.of the lawsuit 
was curious considering it earned 
about on hour after NFL com- 
missioner Paul Tagliabue 
announced the owners would 
convene again on Feb. 8-9, most 
likely in Dallas, to vote on the
